CHILD -LABOR. 
The thirteenth article In our declaration ol 
principles reads: "Tbe prohibition, by law, 
of the employment of children under fifteen 
years ol age in workshops, mines and fac- 
tories.'* The end Bought for In carrying this 
declaration Into effect ia not tbat the, child 
may live In Idleness; It Is that moro adults 
may be employed. It IB that the child of the 
poor man may be enabled to acquire an ed • 
ucutlon to equip him for the duties which 
wlli In futnce fail upon him as man and citi- 
zen. We can not afford to pass this question 
by and legislate on some simple question of 
trade discipline. The question of chlld-lubor 
and education \a the most Important that 
can come before us now or any other time. 
With an education, all things are easy of no- 
couipllahment; without It, hope itself almost 
dies, and liberty Is a farce. 
In our organizations of labor, and It has 
been so from the beginning, we take up the 
work of reform when thu subject IH advanced 
In years—tho new member must he above 
sixteen years before we admit tlm. 
We at 
tempt to drive from Uls mind the false Ideas 
gathered from th« workshop, or, possibly, 
the street-corner. 
His habits are formed, 
aud tbe work that should have been buguu 
at seven years we take up at twenty or later 
on In life. To attempt to settle so Intricate 
a question as the one we are grappling with, 
or to successfully solve the question, Is a 
tank so dUUcult that I do not wonder that 
men drop out of the ranks ot labor organ- 
izations discouraged and 
hopeless. To 
make the necessary 
progress, wo must 
begin wlttithe child and see to It that he has 
an education. 
If the principles of the 
Knights of Labor are right, and few men 
question them, we should teach them to the 
young. It should be a part of the duty of 
every assembly to ascertain the number of 
children who do not attend school In ita vi- 
cinity, loam what the causes are, aud take 
: 


steps to have them attend school. 
' 
The sword may airlfto the shackles from 
the limbs of the slave, but It la education and 
organization that make of him a freeman. 
He Is still a slave whose limbs alone have 
been freed. 
Of what avail Is It to say that we are labor- 
ing co establish a system of co-operation, 
when that which Is most essential to the 
success of co-operation is lacking. A busi- 
ness training IB .necessary to successfully 
carry on a co-operative enterprise. If tht 
managomedt of the lurge or small concerns 
now In operation In this country were turned 
over to us to-day, wu would but run them In 
the ground, for we lack the business training 
necessary to successfully operate them. Our 
vanity may prevent us from acknowledging 
this to be true, but we cannot deny it. It le 
through no fault of ours that It Is (rue, but 
If It continues U will be our fault. 
I auk that a apeclal commute on education 
be appointed to prepare and recommend to 
tlrls Gt*noral Assembly a plan for the bettci 
education ot the American youth. 


TitAUU UNIONS. 
The trouble with trade unions In which 
certain of our members and assemblies have 
been cnKftgud, was gratly magnified and dis- 
torted. Tno proceedings of the Cleveland 
special session of tho General Assembly, 
and ttie report of the General Kxecutivc 
Uourd submitted to you to-day, will be auf- 
nclent. 
I 
need not enter Into detail 
further than to say that there were mistaken 
made on both sides. 
Borne of our QI** 
ga&izora have been so zealous In their way 
of organising that they have encroached 
upon the prerogatives of other associations 
aud on woveral occasions the rights of out 
ineiubera have been seriously interfered 
with by menders of trade unions, since (hi1 
special session ol the Qenorol A-^oinbly- 
QVorflUy oases of dispute between parts o( 
our ordur and other vocteties have been 
placed before me for adjustment. It was 
not necessary to place these cases before 
the 
General .Executive Bom d. 
A few 
lines In each case was Huflleicnt, and the 
trouble ended. 
To dig up pout troubles U 
unnecessary,aud, tn consultation with prom- 
inent men of the trado unions, I was gratl- 
tied to learn that they had no desire to re- 
vive tUo past. For tho tuturc, I recommend 
that all matters likely to create a breach ol 
the peace between our order and any othei 
be nt ouce submitted to the executives ot 
both organization*. If a trade uulou uom 
plains of any action on the part of otir order, 
let the aggrieved party submit the matter to 
the president uf the Union—he to investigate; 
and, to titJoct a remedy, to place tho 
matter before the General Master Workman 
aud Executive 
Board. If the aggrieved 
party IH a member qf an assembly «f tt)6 
Knlgbts of Labor, let tho same mode of pro 


IwlllnowspOftftfisI liavo never spnfcen 
to aaeaslon of the General As«.ubly before. 
HepresentRtlvea have been Instructed 
to 
vote for me for General Master Workman. I 
feel complimented, but release every mem- 
ber from his obligation to vote for me. \ou 
are free to vote for any other man you 
mav choose, and if von act In accordance 
with my wishes you will select another to 
fill my 
place. Thia I 
leave 
in your 
nands. I stand ready to serve tills order 
in any capacity, cither as General Master 
Workman or private In the ranks. In voting 
for General Master Workman, do not be 
ffulded by sentiment or sympathy, but vote 
for the best interests of God's suffering poor, 
and the cause of united labor. It Is because 
I believe It to be my duty that I talk thus 
plalnlv, and' here face to face with labors 
representative men and women is tbe place 
°It1iaa been charged that between members 
of the General Executive Hoard and myseu 
serious disturbances have taken place—that 
ruptures have occurred of a serious charac- 
ter.

age affairs. These s atements, Inventions 
of the 
enemy, have 
a 
damaging 
ef- 
fect 
when told 
to the 
unwary. 
Ihe 
tlrst aasetion la utterly false, for between 
the board and tnysolf there has been no 
rupturo or even a difference. If at first we 
did not agree upon a question, we discussed

With the gession of the General Assembly 
onlv three days away, it will not be possible 
for me to say ail that I would like to upon 
the questions that will come before us My 
time has been entirely taken up with tlm de- 
tail work of the order, and I was forced to 
neglect this duty In order to give any time 
ur attention to a preparation for the coming 
of the General Assembly. It will surprise 
you to learn that even at tills moment, whoa 
every member knows full wejrf that we are 
assembled in general convention, secre- 
taries and members are addressing me at my 
0 til co in tho expectation of receiving an im- 
mediate reply, letters and telegrams by the 
hundred will flow In upon me even while the 
General Assembly Is In session. 
Tho duties- which called me away from 
home for the greater part of tho year tlmt 
tiau closed made It Impossible to give proper 
attention to my correspondence.

11 y men who are not Knights of 
Labor I have been called weak because I dis- 
countenanced violence and hasty, Ill-advised 
action. I have no excuse to offer, for it this 
IB an offense let the General Assembly Itself 
offer the apology. 
My views upon such 
questions were known to each General As- 
sembly before my election as General Master 
Workman, and In electing me they Indorsed 
and made themselves responsible lor taeae 
•entlments.

from their native

SPEECHES BY O3LESBY AND PAVEY.

Ho opened 
his remarks by Buying: "I ilou't know whon 1 
wanted to sec you worse, and 1 don't know 
wlieii, In my Hie, 1 could see loss ol you than 
Kun to-ulKht. 1 tako It that you have very 
groat lutoiost m the causo I'oi which you 
tought, coming as many ot you do iiom ro 
moto towns and states, some oi you with your 
larnllles, to stay dajB aud nights away Irom 
bomo. It Is n.orj than an ordinary motive to 
loud you to do this. Why Is It? Theio art. 
comrades here to nltfht who iool they tun e no 
higher place In this woi Id, and eau uovor ha\ e 
than tho pmco whlca Is Riven them by their 
evporlouce na soldiers; they ivuow what it 
coat to have a government. We all know 
what it Is to have a good government in peace, 
and loliow our daily occupations, and hope to 
see tho government perpetuated—but la addi- 
tion to these toolings, tho soldier has another 
experience-bo has what he cannot impart to 
any living man. You soo tho soldlei ordinar- 
ily as he Is in his every day work. 11 is dltii- 
cult tor tho ordinary olti/,cii to believe this 
man was once a soldier who tor almost a quur. 
tor ot a century hns boon a citUon. The com- 
mon eye cannot got hold of the soldier's expe- 
rience—but 
on 
reunion occasions 
when 


they meet specially to colobiato then experi- 
ence as Boidicrs, and talk them ovei, aud le- 
iresh their minds ab nit the scones thoy have 
pusbod through—then, If the cltl/ieus could 
see that same man, a soldier again only tor a 
any, lo-morrow a citi/.ou, thoy could got a lit- 
tle bit ot insight into that mjstonoiiB loeling 
which alimr, tho soldier experiences, It In un- 
oomrnunicatublo. Vou may Iftlk about It un- 
til your tongues arc wearied and until you 
wear) tho mau you talk to, but there is some- 
thing about a soldier a lllo—I menu a soldier's 
experience In time ol' ~uar, in tho tiold ol ae 
tual duty, in the campaigns of war, on the 
inaich, and In tho \uriul oxpci leucea ol aimy 
Ille, that is unlike any olhor in tie world. 


Toe Governor spoke about tho results ol 


tho wai— that wo wuio lielnif watched by every 
nation Iu Kuropo to sou II we eould proeenc 
thotrnifj of the wai, and there arc manv ol 
tho U-adiug men «ud nations who seriously 
doubt ourcapaclty tor civil government and 
solt-presorvation, who doubt wo can have 
such u civil wai mid survive. They have had 
Hoiuothiug tojiKlge by; Germany and I'ranee 
partlculnily had a largo Hold lo Judge by in 
the experience ot Great Britain, aud they re- 
member tho terrible civil wais allot Ihu bax- 
ons had been conquered and the Hntishgov- 
eninient established iu Iho yeat lOWl, atlei tho 
Imltlo at Hastings, how many serious con- 
illcts theio wore between the lights oL Iho 
pooplo and tlie rights ol the crown, and hence 
they stood In gioat anm/emont over the civil 
wai hoio and said "You can t survive—you 
have no concenttated power at your head to 
tako advantage ol tho \lctoriesof your civil 
war-though you weio powerful enough In 
numbers.' Hut the men who lought tho war, 
the BolilloiB, and their descendants, inspired 
with tho spirit of these meetings, would BOO 
that Iho irultfl of Iho war are preserved, Tho 
aacrllleo was too gi tat to surrender tho 1 nil IB. 
And In regard to wars in the iuluro, be did 
not beliove wo would ovor havo another war, 
foreign or domestic. There was a proposition 
to prepare torts acd Increase the navy aud 
coast doloncos as a protection against toielgn 
onomioB. Ho did not believe in it. We eould 
prepare very easily whon tho time como. Wo 
wanted now to go on and cultivate tho ai tH of 
peace and atlond to business, and If lorcign 
nations Interfere and won't let us alone, tffoy 
will catch tho devil. (Applauso) Tho Gov- 
ernor named Homo ol the tesulty ol tho wai aa 
aglory aud Inhorluineo to nveiy eoldloi. Iu 
extending tho I r d d o m o l the city he said 
"Oooutln any oamp, eat anything you can

came out square for It. Shame on tbe chief 
magistrate who would veto a poor soldiers' 
pension bill- It was small business, (applause.) 
He spoke at some length on the pension sub- 
ject, and closed by referring to tbe patriotic 
test tbat was put to the.prisoners of Llbby 
and other Southern prisons—when they were 
offered their liberty If they would refuse to 
take up arms against the confederacy; but, 
pointing fo the Hag, they replied, "No, they 
would rather starve."
